The grand jurors of the United States of America, in and for the 
District of Columbia, aforesaid, upon their oath do present: 

That on the twenty-seventh day of September in the year of our 
Lord one thousand nine hundred and one, one Stephen U. G. John¬ 
son, otherwise called Garnet S. Johnson, was desirous of obtaining 
employment as a postal letter carrier in the Washington city Post 
Office Department of the said United States at said District, and 
that the said position being in the civil service of said United States 
as classified under the provisions of the act of Congress entitled “An 
act to regulate and improve the civil service of the United States,” 
approved January sixteenth, eighteen hundred and eighty-three, it 
was necessary to the obtaining of such appointment by him, the 
said Johnson, that he, the said Johnson, should make application 
for the same in writing to the United States Civil Service Commis¬ 
sion, and that he, the said Johnson, should be examined by the said

commission touching his qualifications in the premises, and. that the 
qualification of him, the said Johnson, for such position should be 
otherwise inquired into by the said commission, and that the said 
commission should after such examination and inquiry declare him, 
the said Johnson, competent for such appointment and should place 
the name of him, the said Johnson, in a list kept by said 

2 commission of persons declared by said commission to be 
eligible for appointment to such position as postal letter car¬ 
rier in said Post Office Department, and from which said list only 
appointments to such positions of postal letter carriers could be law¬ 
fully made. 

And that it was required by the rules promulgated by said com¬ 
mission, pursuant to law and applicable in such case, that such 
application of him, the said Johnson, should be made in a certain 
manner prescribed by the said commission and for which a blank 
form was furnished by the said commission to him, the said John¬ 
son, and on which blank form certain questions touching such qual¬ 
ification of him, the said Johnson, were printed and which were to 
be answered by him, the said Johnson; and that opposite to such 
questions there was in each instance a space to be filled up in writ¬ 
ing by him, the said Johnson, with the answers made by him, the 
said Johnson, to such questions respectively, and that it was further 
required by such rules that such questions and answers should be 
subscribed by him, the said Johnson, and that the said application 
as thus completed, should be sworn to by him, the said Johnson, 
before some officer qualified to administer an oath to him, the said 
Johnson, in that behalf, and that the certificate of such officer that 
he, the said Johnson, had subscribed and sworn to the same before 
him, such officer, should be attached to the said application, and 
that the said application as thus filled up and with such certificate 
attached thereto should be forwarded and presented by him, the 
said Johnson, to the said commission, and that such application 
filled in with the answers of him, the said Johnson, to such ques¬ 
tions was executed by him, the said Johnson, in the manner 

3 prescribed by said rules, and that the material questions 
and answers aforesaid had reference,’ among other things, to 

whether said Johnson had ever been employed in the Government 
civil service of the said United States, and to whether if said John¬ 
son had been employed in said service whether said Johnson had 
been discharged from said service, or had resigned from said service. 

And the grand jurors aforesaid, upon their oath aforesaid, do 


further present: 

That said Stephen U. G. Johnson, otherwise called Garnet S. 
Johnson, late of said District, on the thirtieth day of September in 
the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and one, and at 
and in the District aforesaid, well knowing said promises, and fur¬ 
ther, well knowing that he, the said Johnson, under the said name 
of Stephen U. G. Johnson, had been employed in said Government 
civil service and had been discharged from said civil service, did 
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then and there unlawfully and knowingly falsely make and forge 
the said application as aforesaid, of him, the said Johnson, and did 
then and there present the same at the office of said United States 
Civil Service Commission and to the members of said commission, 
the said members being then and there officers of the said United 
States, for the purpose of deceiving said commission as to the qual¬ 
ification of him, the said Johnson, for such position as postal letter 
carrier, and for the purpose of procuring the said commission to 
determine that he, the said Johnson, was competent for such posi¬ 
tion of postal letter carrier, and for the purpose of procuring the 
placing of the name of him, the said Johnson, in the list of 
4 said commission of persons eligible to appointment as postal 
letter carriers, and for the purpose of defrauding the said 
United States, and which said certain falsely made and forged ap¬ 
plication is of the tenor following, that is to say :

And the grand jurors aforesaid, upon their oath aforesaid, do 
further present: ■ 

That on the said thirtieth day of September in the year of our 
Lord one thousand nine hundred and one at and in the District 
aforesaid, he the said Stephen U. G. Johnson, otherwise called 
Garnet S. Johnson, having in his possession the said falsely made 
and forged application of him, the said Johnson, for the position of 
postal letter carrier in the said Washington city Post Office Depart¬ 
ment of the said United States in said District, did then and there 
unlawfully present and cause to be presented the said falsely made 
and forged application at the office of the said United States Civil 
Service Commission in said District and to the members of said 
commission in said District, the said members being then and there 
officers of the said United States, for the purpose of deceiving said 
commission as to the qualification of him, the said Johnson, for 
such position of postal letter carrier and for the purpose of procur¬ 
ing the said commission to determine that he, the said Johnson, was 
competent for such position of postal letter carrier and for the pur¬ 
pose of procuring the placing of the name of him, the said Johnson,

in the list of the said commission of persons eligible to appointment 
as postal letter carriers, and for the purpose of defrauding

to wit, at the time and place last aforesaid, well knowing the 
said application to be false and forged; against the form of the 
statute in such case made and provided, and against the peace and 
Government of the said United States.
